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A dead Spermwhale found drifting 
in Aruba waters 



Another dead Spermwhale 
was found drifting in Aruba 
waters. It was found on Jan 21 
about 4 miles from the Aruban 
coast. This is merely 11 days 
after another Spermwhale in 
distress was sighted to St 
Maarten ‘s North East beaches 
before it disappeared. 

The Aruba Coastguard to¬ 
gether with Aruba Marine 
Mammals Foundation docu¬ 
mented and obtained some 
samples for Scientific reseach 
contribution. 

The Spermwhale, (Physe- 
ter macrocephalus), also 
known as Mobie Dick, was 
about 12m long and was in a 
state of decomposition, indi¬ 
cating it was at least 4 days 
dead. It had two bites on its 
back and one on the right 
flank, and multiple bites at the 
jaw on the left side. The tongue 
wasn’t visible, a delicacy for 
Orcas. There were no visible 
indication as to the cause of 
death, although it had a nylon 
fishing line wrapped twice 
around its torso. Seabirds who 
usually feed on dead whales 
where absent and so where 
sharks. 

This is the 3rd dead strand¬ 
ing incident of this species 
recorded by AMMF in Aruba. 
In 2003 a dead Spermwhale 
entangled in Fishing Trawler’s 
ropes stranded near Baby 


Beach, and in 2010 two dead 
Spermwhales were found en¬ 
tangled in a driftnet a couple 
of miles offshore 

The Spermwhale is known 
to live in social groups with 
strong bonds. They hold the 
record of the deepest divers 
(3200m deep) and have the 
largest brains in the world. 
Their favorite food is giant 
squid but also eat fish (inclu¬ 
ding sharks), and live in all 
oceans. Their lifespan is longer 
then 70 years. There are still 
about 200 000 of them left in 
the world. The Sperm whale is 
classified by the IUCN as vul¬ 
nerable for extinction and is on 
the Appendix I of the Conven¬ 
tion in International Trade in 
Endangered Species of wild 
Flora and Fauna (CITES). 

The health of the Sperm- 
whales is a measure of the 
health of our oceans. By tak¬ 
ing dart-samples of 955 
Spermwhales’ blubber, Dr 
Roger Payne (USA) conducted 
a 5 year research, covering 
87,000 miles, on organic and 
metal pollutants of the ocean. 
The samples were sent for 
analysis to marine toxicologist 
John Wise at the University of 
Southern Maine. The result, 
published in 2010, is consid¬ 
ered the most comprehensive 
ocean pollution research ever 
made. It revealed a jaw-drop- 


ping alarming high level of 
contamination of metal, a.o. 
mercury, chromium, cadmium, 
all known carcinogens. Also 
higher then expected concen¬ 
tration of aluminum was 
found. This could mean that 
the ocean as a healthy food re¬ 
source for humans is in danger. 

Dr. Payne, 75, is best 
known for his 1968 discovery 
and recordings of songs by 
humpback whales, and for 
finding that some whale 
species can communicate with 
each other over thousands of 
miles. “The consequences of 
the metals could be horrific for 
both whale and man”, he said. 

A very special thanks goes 
to the fishing boats who re¬ 
ported the finding, and to the 
Coastguard “Steunpunt, ” Ran- 
dolp Paskel and his staf 
Rowalstki Paskel, Gino Werle- 
man, Nehomar Rasmijn,, 
Reinold Kiringdongo and, 
Gregory Giel for their tireless 
efforts and loyal valuable col¬ 
laboration. 

(Reinold and Gregory: what 
a wonderful job with extract¬ 
ing the tooth from the sub¬ 
merged jaw 4 miles out at sea!) 
Once again Aruba was united 
in efforts to contribute to Sci¬ 
entific research towards the 
conservation of Marine Mam¬ 
mals and our Ocean’s health.

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Egypt regime warns of crackdown as 
revolt spreads 


Taylor storms out of 
war crimes trial 


CAIRO, Egypt (AFP) - 
Egypt’s embattled regime 
warned of a military crack¬ 
down as massive protests de¬ 
manding its overthrow spilled 
out across the country and 
deadly unrest flared in the re¬ 
mote south. 

Hundreds of demonstrators 
marched on parliament from 
the epicentre of the uprising in 
Cairo’s Tahrir Square the day 
after the largest protests since 
the revolt began, as other 
demonstrations erupted in 
cities across the country. 

Foreign Minister Ahmed 
Abul Gheit warned the army, 
until now a respected and 
mostly neutral force on Cairo’s 
streets, would intervene to pro¬ 
tect the country if the protests 
against President Hosni 
Mubarak escalated. 

"If chaos occurs, the armed 
forces will intervene to control 
the country, a step... which 
would lead to a very dangerous 
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situation," the official MENA 
news agency said, paraphras¬ 
ing Abdul Gheit’s interview 
with Arabic-language satellite 
television channel Al-Arabiya. 

His remarks came after 
newly appointed Vice Presi¬ 
dent Omar Suleiman warned 
of a possible "coup" in the ab¬ 
sence of a peaceful transfer of 
power. 

The protesters however 
showed no sign of backing 
down on their demand for 
Mubarak’s overthrow as tens 
of thousands of people filled 
Cairo's Tahrir Square well into 
the third week of a revolt that 
could reshape the Middle East. 

Around a thousand 
marched on parliament to de¬ 


mand its members' resignation, 
vowing to remain until the leg¬ 
islature — widely seen as un¬ 
fairly dominated by the ruling 
party — is dissolved. 

The night before they had 
been joined by several hundred 
thousand supporters for the 
biggest rallies yet in the two- 
week-old drive to topple the 
autocratic president and re¬ 
place his 30-year-old US- 
backed regime. 

In a sign the protests were 
widening beyond Cairo, unrest 
gripped the remote oasis of 
Kharga, where at least five 
people were killed and 100 
wounded when security forces 
opened fire on demonstrators, 
a security official told AFP. 


Aristide to return soon to 
Haiti: lawyer 



MIAMI, Florida (AFP) - For¬ 
mer president Jean-Bertrand 
Aristide is hoping to return to 
Haiti in the coming days end¬ 
ing some seven years in exile, 
his lawyer told AFP. 

Aristide has lived in South 
Africa in exile since 2004, and 
the path was cleared for his re¬ 
turn after Haitian authorities 
this week issued him a new 
passport. 

Aristide, a former priest 
who was Haiti's first democrat¬ 
ically elected leader, fled in 
2004 amid a popular revolt 
after two stints as president. 
He has said he wants to return 
to help his countrymen. 

Kurzban said he did not 
know the timing of Aristide's 


planned return and also would 
not reveal how he planned to 
hand over the new passport 
which was given to the lawyer 
by Haitian officials in Port-au- 
Prince. 

"Administratively on the 
Haitian side, there is no obsta¬ 
cle to the return of president 
Aristide," Haitian Interior 
Minister Paul Antoine Bien- 
Aime said. 

The news of Aristide's 
planned return is likely to fuel 
uncertainty in the impover¬ 
ished nation, already grappling 
with the devastation of the Jan¬ 
uary 2010 earthquake, delayed 
presidential elections and a 
cholera epidemic 

Earlier this week about 200 
people demonstrated in Port- 
au-Prince calling for President 
Rene Preval to step down. 

Preval had been due to 
leave office this week, but 
presidential elections have 
been bogged down by accusa¬ 
tions of corruption and vote¬ 
rigging in favor of his favored 
successor. He has now said he 
plans to stay in office until the 
next president and government 
is installed. 


LEIDSCHENDAM, The Ne¬ 
therlands (AFP) - Former 
Liberian president Charles Tay¬ 
lor boycotted his war crimes 
trial, forcing judges to adjourn 
the case after his lawyer ac¬ 
cused the court of "injustice". 

The snub by Taylor, the first 
African head of state to be tried 
by an international court, came 
as his three-year-old trial be¬ 
fore the Special Court for 
Sierra Leone lurched towards a 
rancorous conclusion. 

Lawyer Courtenay Griffiths 
accused the judges of "a per¬ 
sonalised attack" after they re¬ 
fused to admit a document 
summarising the defence's re¬ 
sponse to the allegations that 
Taylor received blood dia¬ 
monds for arming rebels who 
killed and maimed thousands 
in Sierra Leone. 

The judges later issued an 
order for Griffiths to appear be¬ 
fore them, threatening "sanc¬ 
tions" if he did not apologise 
for having stormed out on 
them. 

Taylor, 62, has pleaded not 
guilty to 11 counts of war 



crimes and crimes against hu¬ 
manity, claiming his trial was 
based on "lies" and an intelli¬ 
gence conspiracy. 

But the prosecution argued 
that Taylor bore "the greatest 
responsibility for the horrific 
crimes committed against the 
people of Sierra Leone through 
the campaign of terror inflicted 
on them." 

While conceding that his 
final brief was filed 20 days 
late, Griffiths said that neither 
he nor his client would return 
to court until there is a decision 
on his application for leave to 
appeal the document's exclu¬ 
sion. 


US not ready to submit Panama, 
Colombia trade pacts 


WASHINGTON, (AFP)-The 
US administration still needs to 
resolve "serious issues" with 
Panama and Colombia before 
submitting free-trade pacts 
with those two countries to 
Congress for ratification, Trade 
Representative Ron Kirk said. 

Republicans, who have con¬ 
trolled the House since Janu¬ 
ary, have called for ratification 
of these two deals by July 
along with a trade pact with 
South Korea, which was rene¬ 
gotiated by the Obama admin¬ 
istration in December and now 
has White House backing. 

But some Democratic law¬ 
makers have raised objections 
to the trade deals with Colom¬ 
bia and Panama — two of the 
closest US allies in Latin 
America — out of concern over 


the lack of human rights and 
labor protections in those coun¬ 
tries. 

Democratic Representative 
Sander Levin said "union 
worker violence in Colombia 
remains unacceptably high, if 
not the highest in the world" 
and added "limited progress is 
being made in the investigation 
and prosecution of those re¬ 
sponsible for union murders." 

According to Human Rights 
Watch, Colombia is the worst 
country for killings of union 
activists, with 47 deaths in 
2009 and 36 in the first nine 
months of 2010. 

Republican Representative 
Dave Camp, who chairs the 
committee, said he hopes the 
two deals can be ratified by 
July 1.

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'Niceness'partly genetic, say scientists 



PARIS (AFP) - Selflessness 
and civic-mindedness can be 
inherited, especially if you 
are a woman, according to a 
new study. 

Niceness, in other words, 
may be in your genes. 

The study, published 
Wednesday in Biology Let¬ 
ters, adds to a growing body 
of research suggesting that 
the drivers of human behav¬ 
iour are found, more than 
previously suspected, in ’’Na¬ 
ture” rather than ’’Nurture.” 

Environmental influences 
such as parenting and school¬ 
ing remain strong, the scien¬ 
tists agree. 

But our genetic endow¬ 
ment — along with the way 
genes are activated or ex¬ 
pressed — is increasingly seen 
as shaping who we are and 
what we do. 

Seeking to tease apart 
these factors, University of 
Edinburgh scientists Gary 
Lewis and Timothy Bates 
looked at self-assessments of 
nearly 1,000 pairs of twins in 
the United States to see how 
’’pro-social” they were. 

Some of the twins were 
identical and the others were 
fraternal. 

’’Having identical and 
non-identical twins allows 
you to understand whether 
there is a genetic factor at 
play,” Lewis explained by 
phone. 

’’Identical twins, which 
share 100 percent of their 
genes, are more similar than 
non-identical twins, who 
share only 50 percent. You 
can infer genetic influence 
because of that biological 
fact.” 

Previous research, notably 
with infants too young to 
have been fully socialised, al¬ 
ready suggested humans have 
an inbuilt capacity for empa¬ 
thy. 

In their twins study, Lewis 
and Bates broke down that 
impulse in adults into three 
’’pro-social” areas: a sense of 
civic duty, job commitment 
and concern for the welfare 
for others. 

On the last of these, for 
example, the twins were 
asked, on a scale of one to 10, 


how much compulsion they 
felt to pay more so that every¬ 
one, including the poor, could 
have access to medical care. 

Those who felt the great¬ 
est impulse for generosity 
were identical female twins. 

’’This suggests that genetic 
effects are influential with re¬ 
gards to pro-social behav¬ 
iour,” Lewis said. 

If the results had been the 
same for both identical and 
non-identical groups, it 
would have indicated that en¬ 
vironmental factors were 
dominant. 

The difference was much 
less pronounced among men, 
the study found. 

Lewis said that it was too 
early to speculate as to which 
genes might be involved in 
boosting ’’niceness,” and other 
scientists urged caution on 
how to interpret the findings. 

’’Heritability pertains to 
the entirety of the genome, 
not to a single gene,” said 
Steven Pinker, a well-known 
evolutionary psychologist at 
Harvard University. 

Height, he pointed out in 
an email exchange, is highly 
heritable. 

But at last count there 


were dozens of genes — and 
there may be hundreds or 
even thousands — each affect¬ 
ing height by a small amount. 

’’For all we know the same 
may be true for niceness, 
even if it does turn out to be 
heritable,” he said.

HP hits tablet market with 
TouchPad 



SAN FRANCISCO (AFP) - 
US computer powerhouse 
Hewlett-Packard on Wednes¬ 
day unveiled a TouchPad 
tablet computer as its cham¬ 
pion in a booming market 
dominated by Apple’s iPad. 

HP senior vice president 
Jon Rubinstein, who was part 
of the Apple team that 
brought the world the iPod, 
unveiled the TouchPad to ap¬ 
plause in a pavilion on the 
San Francisco shoreline 
within sight of the Golden 
Gate Bridge. 

’’TouchPad is more than 
just a pretty face,” Rubinstein 
said as he caressed one on 
stage. ’’The TouchPad is all 
about you; how you work, 
play, and connect with the 
things you value most.” 

TouchPad will be the first 
tablet in a family of products 


based on a 
webOS software 
platform Palm 
began building 
from the ground 
up about five 
years ago. 

HP last year 
bought Palm in a 
$1.2-billion deal 
in what analysts 
believe was a 
move to get its 
hands on the 
webOS platform that could 
make it a player in the fast¬ 
growing market for smart¬ 
phones and tablet computers. 

”No one has come close to 
replicating our webOS expe¬ 
rience,” said Rubinstein, who 
was chief executive of Palm 
when it was acquired by HP. 

TouchPad weighs about 1.5 
pounds (0.7 kilograms) and 
has a 9.7-inch (24.6 centime¬ 
ter) display — the same weight 
and screen size as the iPad. 

The tablet is built with a 
Qualcomm processor that is 
’’screaming fast,” according 
to Rubinstein. 

TouchPad software is 
crafted for easy multi-tasking 
and supports Adobe Flash 
software commonly used in 
online video. The tablet also 
features a camera for video 
calling. 


McAfee Threats Report for 
the final three months of 
2010 . 

’’Cybercriminals are keep¬ 
ing tabs on what’s popular, 
and what will have the 
biggest impact from the 
smallest effort,” said McAfee 
Labs senior vice president 
Vincent Weafer. 

’’We’ve seen a significant 
shift in various regions, 
showing that cybercriminals 
are tapped in to trends world¬ 
wide,” he continued. 
’’McAfee Labs also sees the 
direct correlation between de¬ 
vice popularity and cyber¬ 
criminal activity, a trend we 
expect to surge in 2011.” 

McAfee has seen software 
threats to mobile devices 
steadily increase in recent 
years as the popularity of 
smartphones and tablet com¬ 
puters has climbed. 

’’Threats to mobile plat¬ 
forms are not new,” McAfee 
said in the report. ’’However, 
as more consumers use mo¬ 
bile devices and tablets in 
their daily lives and at work, 
cybercriminals have taken 
note.” 

Geinimi malware slipped 


into legitimate games and 
other applications for An¬ 
droid-based mobile phones 
was listed by McAfee as ’’one 
of the most important threats 
of the quarter.” 

As greater varieties of 
smartphones, tablets, televi¬ 
sions, and computers link to 
the Internet, hackers are 
likely to resort to ’’poisoning” 
Internet search results with 
links to websites booby- 
trapped with malware, ac¬ 
cording to McAfee. 

”Web-based threats will 
continue to grow in size and 
sophistication,” McAfee said. 

Hacker tactics include lur¬ 
ing people to bogus websites 
and then tricking them into 
downloading malware or re¬ 
vealing valuable information. 

Adobe software products 
such as Flash and Acrobat 
were the ’’clear choice of 
malware authors and cyber¬ 
criminals” when it came to 
compromising computers or 
networks, according to 
McAfee, 

In good news, spam in the 
final quarter of 2010 hit is 
lowest level in three years, 
the report indicated. 


Vatican bans confession by iPhone 



ROME (AFP) - The Vatican 
put its foot down Wednesday 
over the idea of ’’confessing” 
by iPhone, after news that US 
users can now download an 
application for the Apple 
gadget that helps the faithful 
gain absolution. 

”It is essential to under¬ 
stand that the rites of penance 
require a personal dialogue be¬ 
tween penitents and their con¬ 
fessor... It cannot be replaced 
by a computer application,” 
Vatican spokesman Federico 
Lombardi told journalists. 

”1 must stress to avoid all 


ambiguity, under no circum¬ 
stance is it possible to ’con¬ 
fess by iPhone’,” he said. 

’’Confession: A Roman 
Catholic App,” is the first 
program for the Apple de¬ 
vices created by a South 
Bend, Indiana-based com¬ 
pany called ’’Little iApps” 
and sells for 1.99 dollars 
(1.45 euros) on iTunes. 

The app guides the faithful 
on their path to confession by 
checking whether their be¬ 
haviour conforms to the rules 
of the Scriptures with ques¬ 
tions such as ’’have I been in¬ 
volved in occult practices?” 

Its developer, Patrick 
Leinen, said the app was de¬ 
signed to be used in the con¬ 
fessional and was intended 
’’for those who frequent the 
sacrament and those who 
wish to return.” 

”Our desire is to invite 
Catholics to engage in their faith 
through digital technology,” 
Leinen said in a press release on 
his littleapps.com website.

Attention-deficit/hyperactivity disorder (ADHD) in children 


Definition 

Attention-deficit/hyperactivity 
disorder (ADHD) is a chronic 
condition that affects millions 
of children and often persists 
into adulthood. Problems as¬ 
sociated with ADHD include 
inattention and hyperactive, 
impulsive behavior. Children 
with ADHD may struggle 
with low self-esteem, troubled 
relationships and poor per¬ 
formance in school. 

While treatment won't cure 
ADHD, it can help a great deal 
with symptoms. Treatment 
typically involves psycholog¬ 
ical counseling, medications 
or both. 

A diagnosis of ADHD can 
be scary, and symptoms can 
be a challenge for parents and 
children alike. However, treat¬ 
ment can make a big differ¬ 
ence, and the majority of 
children with ADHD grow up 
to be vibrant, active and suc¬ 
cessful adults. 

Symptoms 

ADHD has been called at¬ 
tention-deficit disorder (ADD) 
and hyperactivity. But ADHD 
is the preferred term because 
it describes both primary as¬ 
pects of the condition: inatten¬ 
tion and hyperactive-im¬ 


pulsive behavior. 

While many children who 
have ADHD tend more toward 
one category than the other, 
most children have some com¬ 
bination of inattention and hy¬ 
peractive-impulsive behavior. 
Signs and symptoms of 
ADHD become more apparent 
during activities that require 
focused mental effort. 

In most children diagnosed 
with ADHD, signs and symp¬ 
toms appear before the age of 
7. In some children, signs of 
ADHD are noticeable as early 
as infancy. 

Signs and symptoms of 
inattention may include: 

■Often fails to pay close 
attention to details or makes 
careless mistakes in school- 
work or other activities 

■Often has trouble sustain¬ 
ing attention during tasks or 
play 

■ Seems not to listen even 
when spoken to directly 
■Has difficulty following 
through on instructions and 
often fails to finish school- 
work, chores or other tasks 
■Often has problems or¬ 
ganizing tasks or activities 
■Avoids or dislikes tasks 
that require sustained mental 


effort, such as schoolwork or 
homework 

■Frequently loses needed 
items, such as books, pencils, 
toys or tools 

■Can be easily distracted 
■Often forgetful 
Signs and symptoms of hy¬ 
peractive and impulsive be¬ 
havior may include: 

■Fidgets or squirms fre¬ 
quently 

■Often leaves his or her 
seat in the classroom or in 
other situations when remain¬ 
ing seated is expected 

■Often runs or climbs ex¬ 
cessively when it's not appro¬ 
priate or, if an adolescent, 
might constantly feel restless 
■Frequently has difficulty 
playing quietly 

■Always seems on the go 
■Talks excessively 
■Blurts out the answers be¬ 
fore questions have been com¬ 
pletely asked 

■Frequently has difficulty 
waiting for his or her turn 
■Often interrupts or in¬ 
trudes on others' conversations 
or games 

ADHD behaviors can be 
different in boys and girls. 

■Boys are more likely to 
be hyperactive, whereas girls 


tend to be inattentive. 

■Girls who have trouble 
paying attention often day¬ 
dream, but inattentive boys are 
more likely to play or fiddle 
aimlessly. 

■Boys tend to be less com¬ 
pliant with teachers and other 
adults, so their behavior is 
often more conspicuous. 

You may suspect your 
child's behavior is caused by 
ADHD if you notice consis¬ 
tently inattentive or hyperac¬ 
tive, impulsive behavior that: 

■Lasts more than six 
months 

■Occurs in more than just 
one setting (typically at home 
and at school) 

■Regularly disrupts 
school, play and other daily 
activities 

■Causes problems in rela¬ 
tionships with adults and other 
children 

Normal behavior vs. 
ADHD 

Most healthy children are 
inattentive, hyperactive or im¬ 
pulsive at one time or another. 
For instance, parents may 
worry that a 3-year-old who 
can't listen to a story from be¬ 
ginning to end may have 
ADHD. But preschoolers nor¬ 


mally have a short attention 
span and aren't able to stick 
with one activity for long. 
Even in older children and 
adolescents, attention span 
often depends on the level of 
interest. Most teenagers can 
listen to music or talk to their 
friends for hours but may be a 
lot less focused about home¬ 
work. 

The same is true of hyper¬ 
activity. Young children are 
naturally energetic — they 
often wear their parents out 
long before they're tired. And 
they may become even more 
active when they're tired, hun¬ 
gry, anxious or in a new envi¬ 
ronment. In addition, some 
children just naturally have a 
higher activity level than do 
others. Children should never 
be classified as having ADHD 
just because they're different 
from their friends or siblings. 

Children who have prob¬ 
lems in school but get along 
well at home or with friends 
are not considered to have 
ADHD. The same is true of 
children who are hyperactive 
or inattentive only at home but 
whose schoolwork and friend¬ 
ships aren't affected by their 
behavior.

Russian oil majors charged with price fixing: 

MOSCOW (AFP) - Three of Russia's top five oil producers 
were accused Wednesday of fixing prices on the domestic mar¬ 
ket and following other unfair business practices that saw prices 
jump 50 percent in three months. 

The Federal Anti-Monopoly Service said it had launched formal 
probes into the prices set for jet fuel and diesel by the state-con¬ 
trolled Rosneft and Gazprom Neft firms as well as the private 
Lukoil producer. 

The agency added in a statement that is was also looking into 
the prices set by TNK-BP — the Russian-British joint venture - 
- as well as Surgutneftegaz and Bashneft. 


Fed's Bernanke tackles congressional critics: 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - Federal Reserve Chairman Ben 
Bernanke fended off criticism that he is ignoring the risk of ris¬ 
ing prices , as he faced a skeptical Republican-controlled panel 
in Congress. 

Bernanke — who was appointed by a Republican, then-president 
George W. Bush — sparred with the committee's Republican 
members, who warned of the risks from pumping hundreds of 
billions of dollars into the economy to prop up growth and help 
reduce unemployment 


Deutsche Boerse, NYSE in merger talks: 

FRANKFURT (AFP) - Deutsche Boerse and NYSE Euronext 
said they are in "advanced discussions" to merge and create the 
world's largest stock exchange operator by revenues and prof¬ 
its. 

The announcement came hot on the heels of the London and 
Toronto stock exchanges unveiling a landmark merger, creating 
one of the world's biggest trading platforms that will dominate 
the raw materials and energy sectors. 

Shares in Deutsche Boerse were suspended before the an¬ 
nouncement while NYSE Euronext soared by close to 20 per¬ 
cent. 


Govt strikes deal on bank pay, bonuses and 
lending: 

LONDON (AFP) - The government said Wednesday it had 
struck a deal with the major banks on bonus pay and overall 
lending, as it seeks to curb executive excess and strengthen a 
fragile economic recovery. 

Chancellor of the Excehequer George Osborne said total 
bonuses paid to British-based staff of the four biggest banks 
will be lower than last year as part of the deal, brokered after 
weeks of talks with the Conservative-led coalition.

Nokia 'on a burning platform,' CEO warns

HELSINKI,Finland (AFP) - 
The world's top mobile phone 
maker Nokia is "standing on a 
burning platform" surrounded 
by a "blazing fire" of compe¬ 
tition, new company head 
Stephen Elop says in a dra¬ 
matic call for radical change. 

In an internal memo ob¬ 
tained by AFP, Elop's memo 
paints a picture of a desperate 
man who must make the dras¬ 
tic move of plunging into icy 
waters in order to save him¬ 
self. 

The company must now 
make a similar radical choice, 


he warned. 

"We too, are standing on a 
'burning platform,' and we 
must decide how we are going 
to change our behaviour," 
Elop said. 

The memo is a scathing in¬ 
dictment of Nokia's "non¬ 
competitive" operating system 
Symbian, a lack of accounta¬ 
bility and leadership, 
painfully slow product deliv¬ 
ery, a lack of internal collabo¬ 
ration and a general "series of 
misses." 

The Finnish company was 
once the industry's top dog, 


with a 40 percent share of the 
mobile device market as re¬ 
cently as second quarter of 
2008 but it has been on the 
slide ever since, falling to 31 
percent in fourth quarter 2010. 

Although Nokia refused to 
officially comment on internal 
communications, a company 
source told AFP the memo 
was genuine and was sent to 
employees last week. 

With this brutally honest 
appraisal of the company's 
woes, Elop appeared to be set¬ 
ting the scene for a spectacu¬ 
lar shake-up, which he is 
expected to unveil on Friday 
at a strategy and financial 
briefing in London 

Ahead of the big day, there 
has been a flurry of rumours 
about what to expect, includ¬ 
ing a report by German 
weekly WirtschaftsWoche that 
Elop plans to sack half of 
Nokia's management. 

The Federation of Profes¬ 
sional and Managerial Staff 
and the Union of Professional 
Engineers meanwhile said 
they would be watching de¬ 
velopments closely. 


Speculation on next ECB chief jolts markets 


RANKFURT,Germany (AFP) 
- Speculation over the next Eu¬ 
ropean Central Bank president 
jolted financial markets as 
media reports said German cen¬ 
tral bank president Axel Weber 
had bowed out of the race. 

Weber has been widely 
mooted as a possible successor 
to Jean-Claude Trichet when 
the Frenchman steps down in 
October. 

But reports said Weber, who 
has irritated some European 
Union (EU) figures, would give 
up his Bundesbank position to 
join Deutsche Bank, Germany's 
largest private bank. 

The ECB succession comes

at a crucial time for the 17-na- 
tion eurozone as it works to re¬ 
gain the confidence of financial 
markets following debt crises in 
member states Greece and Ire¬ 
land. 

The German central bank 


declined to comment, saying 
"rumours" that it would release 
a statement later this week on 
Weber's future were untrue. 

Deutsche Bank also refused 
to comment. 

Speculation swelled further 
when Chancellor Angela 
Merkel's spokesman, Steffen 
Seibert, said she and Weber had 
a telephone conversation , the 
subject of which was "confi¬ 
dential." 

A source close to the Ger¬ 
man central bank told AFP that 
Weber had "signalled to his im¬ 
mediate circle that he would not 
necessarily seek a second man¬ 
date as head of the Bundesbank.

LONDON,England (AFP) - A 
celebrated masterpiece by 
Pablo Picasso sold this week 
at Sotheby's auction house in 
London for 25.2 million 
pounds, more than double its 


pre-auction valuation. 

"La Lecture" is a work 
from the Spanish painter's 
"annus mirabilis," 1932, and 
depicts the artist's famous 
muse, Marie-Therese Walter. 
The painting was sold for the 
equivalent of 40.7 million dol¬ 
lars or 29.7 million euros. 

Its expected sale price was 
12 million pounds. 

The sale — which also in¬ 
cluded works by Wassily 
Kandinsky, Rene Magritte and 
Edouard Manet — fetched a 
total of 68.8 million pounds, 
according to the auction 
house's website. 

Seven bidders vied for the 
coveted Picasso work, the 
hammer eventually coming 
down after six minutes of bid¬ 
ding to finalise the sale to an 
anonymous phone buyer. 

Picasso met Walter when 
he was 45 and she was 17 out¬ 


side the Galeries Lafayette in 
Paris in 1927, while he was 
still married to Olga 
Khoklova. 

The second most expensive 
work at the auction was a 
bronze sculpture by Italian 
artist Marino Marini, "L'ldea 
del Cavaliere", which sold for 
4.1 million pounds. 

Ten lots failed to reach 
their reserve price, including a 
painting and a sculpture by 
Swiss artist Alberto Gia¬ 
cometti, which were both ex¬ 
pected to reach over three 
million pounds. 

Rival auction house 
Christie's was Wednesday to 
hold its own Impressionist and 
Modern Art sale in London, 
the prize piece being Paul 
Gauguin's "Nature morte a 
"L'Esperance," which is ex¬ 
pected to sell for around 10 
million pounds. 


Maker of stolen Khodorkovsky film probes case's 
mysteries

BERLIN,Germany (AFP) - 
The dramatic theft of material 
from a critical new documen¬ 
tary on jailed Russian former 
oil tycoon Mikhail Khodor¬ 
kovsky has touched off a storm 
of suspicion days before its 
world premiere in Berlin. 

German director Cyril 
Tuschi told AFP he aimed to 
shed light on the puzzling as¬ 
pects of the ex-Yukos chiefs 
case with his first documentary 
"Khodorkovsky", which will 
still screen as planned at the 
Berlin film festival. 

The film paints a nuanced 
picture of the man at the heart 
of Russia's most high-profile 
legal saga in interviews with 
family members, opponents, 
fellow travellers and, in the 
picture's riveting climax, 
Khodorkovsky himself. 

Tuschi depicts the trials as 
a kind of "clash of the titans" 
between the country's richest 
man, before he was stripped of 
his assets, and its most power¬ 
ful, then president Vladimir 
Putin. 

The picture begins with an 
animated sequence dramatis¬ 
ing Khodorkovsky's return 
from a business trip abroad on 
his private jet in 2003, when 
masked commandos stormed 
the plane and hauled him into 
custody. 

"The mystery of why he 
came back to Russia is the 
main reason why I made the 
film," Tuschi, 42, told AFP in 
an interview the day before the 
break-in. 

"Why would such a ra¬ 
tional, clever, logical person 
make such an illogical mistake 
with both eyes open? I found 


this Shakespearean drama — 
how someone who had 
reached such a high point 
could fall so far — fascinating." 

The picture goes on to ex¬ 
plore how Khodorkovsky went 
from a dyed-in-the-wool stu¬ 
dent communist with a poster 
of Lenin on his wall to an oil 
oligarch and a potential threat 
to Putin. 

Tuschi, whose great-grand¬ 
father was a wealthy business¬ 
man in Saint Petersburg, was 
cautious while filming in Rus¬ 
sia. 

While he was editing in 


Bali a few weeks ago, a hard 
disk with parts of the docu¬ 
mentary were stolen from his 
hotel room. 

Last week, burglars stole 
four computers on which inter¬ 
view out-takes and the fi¬ 
nalised version of the film 
were stored from his Berlin of¬ 
fices, which were also van¬ 
dalised. 

Police said they are investi¬ 
gating the theft, which 
prompted furious speculation 
in the German and interna¬ 
tional press about possible 
Kremlin involvement.

NEW DELHI (AFP) - The 
format of this month's cricket 
World Cup was tweaked to 
give India and other big 
teams a better chance of ad¬ 
vancing in the tournament, a 
top organiser said on 
Wednesday. 

Tournament director Rat- 
nakar Shetty described the 
early exit of India and Pak¬ 
istan from the last World 
Cup, played in the Caribbean, 
as a "disaster" for the event 
and said the format was al¬ 
tered to avoid a repeat. 

The quarter-final format, 
first used in 1996 before 
being discarded, has been re¬ 
vived this time to ensure each 
team plays a minimum of six 
group-stage matches even if 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Na¬ 
tional Football League own¬ 
ers and players union 
representatives met Wednes¬ 
day for their second negotiat¬ 
ing session in five days with 
barely three weeks remaining 
before their current deal ex¬ 
pires. 

Owners and union leaders 
met Saturday in Dallas on the 
eve of the Super Bowl but 
billionaire owners and multi¬ 
millionaire players remain 
apart on how to divide profits 
from the most popular sport 
in America. 

Both sides will meet again 
later this week. 

Owners opted out of the 
collective bargaining agree¬ 
ment in 2008 in hopes of bet¬ 
ter financial terms. As a 
result, the deal will expire on 
March 3. 

The NFL says if no deal is 
reached by the deadline, the 
impact would be a gross rev¬ 
enue loss of 120 million dol¬ 
lars. That loss would grow to 
one billion dollars if a new 
deal is not made by Septem¬ 
ber when the new season 
would begin. 

NFL Players Association 
executive director DeMau- 
rice Smith says he believes 
owners will lock out players 
once the current labor deal 


they do not make the next 
round. 

In the 2007 World Cup, 
teams were divided into four 
groups of four each with the 
top two advancing to the 
Super-Eights league round 
before the semi-finals. 

In the upcoming tourna¬ 
ment, the 14 teams are in two 
groups with the top four in 
each qualifying for the 
knock-out rounds. 

"I will not be honest if I 
say no," Shetty told the espn- 
star.com website when asked 
if the format had been de¬ 
signed to favour a top team 
like India.

"Certainly it was frustrat¬ 
ing that I didn't perform the 
way I know I could," he said. 

"But I've been here before.

"I went through a two-year 
period where I didn't do any¬ 
thing and I went through a 
year-and-a-half period where 
I didn't do anything. It takes 
time to make these changes. 

"You don't make changes 
and just start winning a 
bunch of golf tournaments.

A lawsuit filed late Tuesday 
in Dallas accuses the National 
Football League, the Dallas 
Cowboys and Cowboys owner 
Jerry Jones of deceptive sales 
practices, breach of contract in 
fraud over last Sunday's NFL 
championship spectacle. 

The Green Bay Packers de¬ 
feated Pittsburgh 31-25 at 
Cowboys Stadium before 
more than 100,000 spectators 
and a record television audi¬ 
ence, but about 400 people 
were forced out of seats over 


safety issues with temporary 
bleachers. 

Temporary seating was not 
completed in time for the 
game but the NFL did not let 
the public know there was 
even a possibility of a seating 
snafu. 

Some 850 spectators were 
moved from seats in the 
closed-off sections to other 
areas in the stadium, but could 
only see the action on the field 
by looking at the stadium's 
giant telescreen or other mon¬ 
itors. 

Cowboys season-ticket hol¬ 
ders were among those forced 
into folding chairs and given 
inadequate compensation for 
their purchase, sparking the 
deceptive sales practice 
charges. 

Those turned away were 
offered triple the printed value 
of their tickets as compensa¬ 
tion as well as free tickets to 
next year's Super Bowl in In¬ 
dianapolis by the NFL, which 
took the blame for fumbling 
the seating plan for the largest 
crowd in Super Bowl history. 

"It was obviously a failure 
on our behalf and we have to 
take responsibility for that,” 
NFL Commissioner Roger 
Goodell said.
